report Grape—The Story o£ Our Wild Barberries and Their Uses 


But before long the modern botanist arrived to 
open up the mysteries of plant life scientifically, 
things were known practically. Thus English 
farmers Jiad learned by sad experience that the 
pram nee of the. common barberry neat their 
wheat crop# was somehow (responsible for the rust 
on their grain. Now we know they were right, 
and that the fungus which causes the destructive 
rust spends a portion of its existence on the* bar¬ 
berry . which thus acta as one of its "host* ” In

But now 
they develop what la known as the "cluster-cup- 
stage Cup-Uke bodies appear generally on th* 
underside of the barberry leaves, each sup about 
a quarter of an Inch In diameter. In the cupa 
grow orange-colored spores in parallel rows or 
chains, and these are carried by the wind as they 
ripen to fresh hosts, wheat, oats or whatever It 
may be.
